salaries. 
To (>e selentiflc, euclt re- 


must rest upon a cai'eTui 


ot the service. Con- 


ditions ara vwy diiTpreat now, boili 
in resai-tl to the functions of offices 
and tlie cost of Hvtnjj, from what they 
were when jjositiot-s la ttie govern- 
ment service xvere lirst c)as?illeu and 
salnrtes assigned to those positions. 


It struck me-lhfil an interested party 


In tiiis inquiry into how ihe govern- 
ment con 11 tiers its business was the 
employee himself. Be ought to know 
fronj actual daily experience some- 
thing about ttie mechanism of the 
national business and the relations be- 
tn-een the worUus force find employer. 


It was clearly impossible to talk to 


the more than 000,000 men and women 
ivlio wort for the government, but I 
learned tbet between 50,000 nnd tfO,- 
000 of them »re banded togetlier In nn 
assoeintlon called the ^rational Federa- 
lion o£ Federal Employees. It Is a 
regular lubor union, and is affiliated 
with 
the American Federation 
of 


Labor. It incl-ides all classes of gov- 
ernment 
workers, 
tech 11 leal 
and 


scientific men, as well as clerks and 
UDskilied workers. 


I ajked the president of tills em- 


ployees' union, Luther C. Steward, it 
he-nnd his associates were authorized 
to speak for alt its membership. He 
assured me that they were. 


So I asked him to tctl me about the 


conditions of government employment 
and how the business wits carried on, 


1 am gma I diil, tor what lie told 


me discloses not only facts, but a 
state of mind existing among the em- 
ployees which necessarily must be 
taken into account in. any considera- 
tion of tlie efficiency and management 
of our common business. Here then 
Is what Cie employees, who speak 
through M.. Steward, have to say, and 
the constructive program they prtseut 
for the improvement of the service: 


Tlie civil service on its human side 


consists of about 500,000 men and 
women engaged in the operation of an 
anMqutiLed patched-up machine. Be- 
cause of the durability of its vital 
parts oud tlie fa!th and ability o( the 
mass of the operatives the machine 
slltl functions. 
But the parts are 


Ill-fitted, and many of them are de- 
fective. 
Tlie managers and superin- 


tendents of the establishment, being 
too often chosen for political reasons, 
are frequently Inexpert, and the operat- 
ing system Is clnmsy and disjointed. 


The employees are recruited under 


a law which provides a test of 
qualifications, and probably nine-tenths 
of tlie rank and tile have satisfactorily 
passed tho entrance test. 
But the 


bettor positions, say from $3,000 up- 
ward, are usaaiiy occupied by political 
«£>[><«» tees, 
Another 
(.-oDsidernble 


group of employees get Oiclr appoint- 
ments by executive order, waiving 
elvli-se vice tests of fitness. 


The newcomer In tlie service, there- 


fore, finds himself up against a mini- 
mum 
o>f opportunity for pro motion, 


i\;th the dislienrtenlng knowledge tJmt 
the fitJvancement which is earned by 
coinjictence is ail-too likely to be given 
to tlie friend or political supporter (if 
some consr<""tmmi or executive who 
visile^ to pay ft political debt. And 
the employee fs subject to dismissal 
at the will of the executive of ills de- 
partment, unless he can lix-ins sufficient 
political influence to bear. 


In other words, the civil-service low 


Is not backed »P by enforcing power In 
tlie Civil Service com mission. 
It 


inerely recruits the applicants lor en- 
trance. 
Thereafter 
the employee's 


Jare t? largely a matter of his own 
luck nnd negative passive merit. There 
Is no system by which lie Jnay be 
fitted to the Ji>li, ami no protection 
ncalust distill*?:!!, iiule«<s ttie employee 
litciioU can show that ihe reason is 
political or religious. "For the good 
of the st-rvleo." as the law reads, 
covers every other charge which tlio 
executive ollicial may bring, Tliere is 
no court of appeal. 
. Snob is tlie oppressive, Incentlveless, 
vitiating atmosphere oC the govern- 
mcnt sen fee. 
It elltlcs Initiative, 


frustrates ambitions and .'educes tfie 
mass o( employees to a more or le«iS 
passive state, whlclt is permeated by 
a icnte of fear, 


In such an atmosphere naturally 


enough, >hc plo-slcul conditions of em- 
plnymfnt ure far from what they 
should he, nnd the government loses 
efficiency, as (iocs any other employer 
w Iipro the wn^e f-cale Is inndefpmto 
and unstandardleed, where sanitary 
conditions are bud and hours of wors 
too long find irregular. 


The wage st-ftlfi Is so low that tlie 


Civil Service commission lias dlfflenlly 
in securing properly final if ted appli- 
cimt.t, and throughout tlie service the 
Turnover Is high. 
Knsployee* dolnc 


the same Kind of work often receive 
widely different rntot of pny; ex- 
perienced workers often receive less 
thn/i brplnnerM, nnd n-frttwHjr every 
kind of Inequnllty nnd Injustice exists.

BRIDES SING DEFIANCE 


Colonel In Charge or Transport 


With U. S. Soldiers Says 


It's a Hard Life. 


Six hundred and two soldiers Of the 


army of occupation arrived at New 
Yorfc recently on the army transport 
Cantijfny, -which docked at Pier 2, 
array base. South Brooklyn. 
Of this 


number 
75 had contracted 
-wives. 


There were 12 French brides, 63 Ger- 
man brides and 38 babies. The French 
-women and Geraaan women bated each 
other on eight. It was an Interesting 
voyage, and It Is remarkable that no 
one was hurt. 


The entire trip WHS ]nst one patri- 


otic song after another. As soon as 
the Trench women found they were to 
be associated with 
Germans -they 


started to sing the "JlarscUiilse," just 
to see what the effect would be and to 
show liow they fclt-abont It. The re- 
sult was a burst o! "Die Wacht am 
Rheln." 
There and then Col. G, L 


Cress, troop conunnnder, began to de- 
vote himself to the maintenance of 
peace. 


So the voyage resolved Itself Into a 


song flgbt. Every time a French bride 
and a German bride met there WAS 
earn to be singing of a patriotic sort 
They would cast mean looks at each 
other for a time and then, us an out- 
let-for their boiling emotions, would 
come a couple Of national anthems. 


The tumult was especlaUy concerted 


at mcnl tlraca, when "The Star-Span- 
gled Banner" would be thrown In for 
good luck, uod half a dozen American 
rjums ivlllt Irish proclivities would 
chime Jn I hereafter with "Ireland must 
be free." Then Hie SG babies would 
begin to cry, and !W fathers would be- 
gin to swc&r. 


Tli« baby chorus was nil Geriflitn. 


The wallers were Lljr, fut youngsters 
with red cheeks and powerful lungs. 
The French brides did not have even 
a single bubr. 


According to the soldiers, the cttl- 


tude ot the brides Is typical of the 
French and German nations. 
They 


said tiiat Germany harbored no ani- 
mosity toward England and America, 
but that she still hated France, and 
France returned the sentiment.

**• eration the panic year of 1907 and the following one, which proved equally disastrous as far as price ranges were concerned, 
prices the past year were the lowest recorded. 


THE causes attributed foi- this condition were numerous. Operators at the 


beginning of the year had not the least conception of \vhat confronted 


them. Banks nore scrutinizing business closely, in <nder to avoid additional 
losses, large and small dealeis decided to keep stock mo\mg m order to pro- 
•i ide working capital. 


rpAK]STERS and shoe manufacturers were forced to curtail production ow- 
A 
ins to greatly decreased demand for shoes and leather products, lu or- 


der to satisfy the demand foi a ijood quality cheap shoe, manufactures de- 
termined to popularize a Brogue last which 'could be made up from relam civ 
(heap side leatliei. Large quantities of old ludcs \\cre absorbed from the mai- 
kct for this purpose, with the icfcult that the demand for higher priced shoes 


made from calf leather was affected. This, in turn, affected the demand for 
calf skins, and tanners of calf skm leather therefore curtailed production to 
a^ ait the return of normal conditions again. 
T EATIIEB tanned from old hides found a very poor outlet, by reason of 
•«-' being unsiutcd for the grades and shades in request Most of the deal- 
eis m hides made little effort to buy hides while rates were low on account 
of high freight rates and travelling expenses. 
ONE laigc tanner informed Washington officials that he could send his raw- 


hides to (JeiiiKUT), ha\e thejn tanned there, pay the ireight both n-avs 


and bung them back to his tanutir\ lor half wh'at it would cost him to do the 
work hcie. 


NO SKYROCKET MARKET 


D EALERS in country hides were faced with an unusual set of circumstances throughout the entire year, requiring mature judg- 


ment and quick change of front if losses were to be avoided. No predictions of skyrocket prices are heard on any side. In the 


opinion of many hide dealers, the cost of doing business will be reduced and freight rates are expected to be lower. Economies, rath- 
er than speculative market changes are looked for to aid business.
